R o m ulus resident Lora 
Branham appeared for the 
second time at the regular 
meeting of members of the city 
council Monday levelling re- 
questing an election to fill the 
vacant council term. 

The vacancy was created 
with the resignation last month 
of Alan Lambert who joined the 
Romulus Police Department 
Several petitioners re- 
quested time to voice their 
opinions at the meeting. 
Brahnam. who presented coun- 


cil with petitions filled with 
1,400 signatures last week, 
once again spoke out saying 
thal filling a vacancy does not 
necessarily mean appointing a 
successor to the on expired 
term. Site suggested that coun- 
cil members ask the city attor 
ncy about the options available 
and whether or not the city 
could schedule an election if it 
was decided upon by majority 
vote of the council. Council- 
man Ellis Pennington said that 
the council members had done 
everything possible to satisfy 
the wishes of the people when 
copies of the petitions were 


given to each council member 
and also forwarded to the char- 
ter review committee to be 
used when amendments to the 
charter arc pul forward for a 
vote. 

City Clerk Linda Choate was 
asked to discuss a conversation 
she had with the Wayne County 


Election Commission. Choate 
said that she was told that a 
request for a special election 
would be denied because it 
violates the city charter. The 
Wayne County election direc- 
tor indicated that an election 
and the office voted upon would 
not be valid because it violates 


Michael Woods told mem- 
bers of council that Lambert 
should have resigned long be- 
fore he did, not because he was 
a police cadet, but because he 
did not fulfill his obligations to 

the people of Romulus when he 
stopped attending council 
meetings. Woods also found it 

disturbing that he had heard 
that an elected official was out 
distributing petitions request- 
ing a special election, he said. 

Harry Nelson, however, said 
that Lambert should be 


admired for wanting to help 
Romulus by becoming a police 
officer. Nelson also felt that ev- 
ery citizen has a right to peti- 
tion but the charter must be 
obeyed. Nelson said that Fred 
1 ' J u n i o r * * Block would be 
selected by the council to fill 
Lambert's seat and urged that 
"rthe citizens) should not sling 
mud" at the choice of the coun- 
cil. Nelson went on to say that 
he does not always agree with 

Block but he voted for him be- 
cause "he always says what 
has to said."

Council seeking 
aide to mayor

City council members 
attended the first budget hear- 
ing last week and surprised 
Mayor Beverly McAnally by 
requesting that a new position 
be added to the budget to aid 
the mayor in her duties. 
Councilman Pete Bergeron 
explained that he felt McAnally 
should have another full-time 
assistant because of the work- 
load the mayor is carrying pre- 
sently, 

McAnally said she appreci- 
ated the offer but, "I would 
need an executive-type person, 
not someone 1 would have to 
babysit, " 

Council members want to 
have someone in the mayor's 
office, chosen by the mayor, 
who has more authority than 
an executive secretary and 
who can decrease the workload 
that the mayor handles at pre- 
sent, according to Bergeron 
The mayor, however, was 
given the job of setting the spe- 
cifics of the job description, job 
rcqirements and salary re- 
quirements and presenting a 
report to council at a later 
budget session. 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry suggested that the city 
amend the charter to include 


the position of an ombudsman 
in the future so it will become a 
permanent position. He sug- 
gested the addition of an em- 
ployee with a similar job de- 
scription so the mayor will 
have help. 

Mayor Pro tem Mary Ann 
Banks agreed that the mayor 
should have an assistant, "Fm 
in total agreement that the de- 
mand^ on the office mayor 
are greater and greater all the 
time. (The mayor) works 16 
hour days six or seven days of 
the week because there is so 
much happening in the com- 
munity all the time." 

McAnally told the council, "I 
was happy until 1 started doing 
the arithmetic on it. When you 
consider the kind of person (the 
council members) are talking 
about, someone who is know- 
ledgeable about the issues, 
(heir services won't come 
cheaply." 

McAnally added, "On one 
hand I’m grateful they recog- 
nize it's a time consuming job 
Fm doing but I can't spend dol- 
lars 1 don't feel we have." 

The mayor went on to explain 
that the projected surplus for 
the year totals $360,000 and a 
sizeable chunk of that would go 
to fill the positions the council 
members want added on the 
budget.

school store planned for fall

Nothing improves business 
like a move to a good location, 
and that is exactly what the 
school store at Romulus High 
School is counting on. 

The marketing education 
program at the school will 
move the store to a new, 1,500 
square foot location next fall. 
The new facility is under pre- 
sently under contraction. Ac- 
cording to Bill Musham, prog- 
ram advisor, there are two ma- 
jor reasons for the new store, 
“First of all. the new location is 
great* it is located between two 
cafeterias and across from the 
basketball court. The. store is 
500 feet bigger so we'll be able 
to expand our clothing line to 
more seasonal items, too. 

Musham went on to add that 
the school wanted the new store 
to create a students’ commons 
area so students remain in one 
location during lunches. As it is 
now, students have to go 
through the classroom halls to 
get to the store which causes 
disturbances. Also, the loca- 
tion will make it possible for 
the store to be open during bas- 
ketball games. 

“Having the store in the new 
location will no doubt increase 
the average of $3 0,0 00- $35 ,000 
per year in gross sales to up 
around $50,000 as long as we 
keep selling what students 


want," Musham said. “The 
store will have increased traf- 
fic flow which will give stu- 
dents in the marketing prog- 
ram more opportunities to im- 
prove their skills. 11 

The old store area will be put 
to use as the marketing educa- 
tion classroom and also a stor- 
age room for the new store. 

Some of the features in the 
new store will include carpet- 
ing, new display cases and 
more items to be sold. Outside 
the store will be a student 
lounge which will include 
couches and murals on the 
wall “I think people act the 
way they are treated. We want 
the kids to respond well to re- 
sponsibility we give them/’ 
Musham said. “It they keep up 
this area and prove they are re- 
soponsiblc then theyil get 
more areas like it." 

“The student store is run as a 
training facility and all profits 
go right back into the store," 
according to Musham . The stu- 
dent store does not compete 
w ith fundraising efforts around 
school and also sells all school 
supplies and items teachers re- 
quire for classes in the store be- 
sides a small quantity of candy 
and cosmetics. Gift items are 
the number-one sellers. Mugs, 
clothing and stuffed animals 
are all favorites. 

Prices of items in the store 
generally run at 20 percent 
above the retail cost except for

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Schools wait 
news on new 
reform plan

While state lawmakers con 
linue to debate a proposed 
school -funding tax reform 
package that was shelved when 
the House failed to get the two- 
thirds majority for its approv- 
al, local legislators do not be- 
lieve the controversial reform 
has been killed for the year. 

In its present form, the prop- 
osed bill would increase state 
sales taxes from the present 
rate of 4 cents to 6 cents on the 
dollar. To offset the sales tax 
increase, the lawmakers are 
offering to reduce property 
taxes by 50 percent for residen- 
tial and agricultural property 
owners and 30 percent for busi- 
ness, 

A conflicting picture is 
offered by lawmakers about 
just how much more money 
would be generated if the prop- 
osals would become law. 
However, some estimate that 
there would be an additional 
$650 million for schools. 

Under the reform act, school 
districts would still have the 
right to raise their own proper- 
ty taxes. 

Even if the lawmakers con- 
cur, the package would have to 
be approved by the voters in 
the form of a constitutional 
amendment which would prob- 
ably appear on the November 
general election ballot. 

Although negotiations have 
been going on behind the 
scenes in Lansing, according to 
local lawmakers, the stale- 
mate continues. 

"We continue to talk in hopes 
of breaking the deadlock, 11 said 
Representative James Koste- 
va (D-Canton), "but no formal 
discussions have been initiated 
at this time. We hope to do this 
by next week. 

“It's obvious that one of the 
respective parties must be 
moved or pushed off of their 
position/ 1 

The House needs 73 votes - 13 
Snore - in order for the proposed 
bill to receive the needed two- 
thirds majority for passage. 
There were 64 Democrats and 
46 Republicans in the House un- 
til last month when Highland 
Park representative Ethel Ter- 
rel moved over to the Senate to 
fill the vacancy created by 
Senator Basil Brown's depar- 
ture. 

In the meantime, the Michi- 
gan Association of School 
Boards (MASB) has urged its 
members to oppose a man- 
dated statewide core curricu- 
lum as proposed in Senate Bill 
547 and House Bill 5367. The 
association, which represents 
virtually all school boards in 
Michigan, is, instead urging 
the support of its proposal 
which would establish both 
state and local guidelines for 
the teaching of Michigan stu- 
dents, according to a press re- 
lease from the MASB, 

MASB Executive Director 
Justin King said that the asso- 
ciation supports school finance 
reform, but strongly opposes 
any plan to tie a mandated 
statewide curriculum to the 
issue.

However, the state legisla- 
ture and Gov. James Blan- 
chard chose to adopt the feder- 
al changes and return the 
4 4 windfall 1 ' by increasing the 
personal exemption for gener- 
al taxpayers. 

The Senate chose to provide a

In the meantime, state and 
federal legislators may 
attempt to reform the tax re- 
form' package. One such legis- 
lator is l/S. Senator Carl Levin 
(D-Michigan) who also last 
month introduced a 41 Tax Re- 
form Reform" , calling upon 
his colleagues to "'help average 
taxpayers" by supporting his 
proposed law. 

The proposed Levin legisla- 
tion sets a top rate at 38. 5 per- 
cent for the highest one percent 
of LLS. wage earners; under 
the current law, the rate for 
these taxpayers is set at 2S per- 
cent The 38,5 rate would only 
affect married couples with 
taxable incomes above $155,000 
and single individuals with tax- 
able incomes above $93,000.

Communities to receive 
county drainage refunds 


Three local communities will 
share $17 million in surplus 
drain monies being refunded 
this week, according to Wayne 
County Executive Edward 
McNamara. 

The cities of Westland and In- 
kster and Sumpter Township 
will benefit from an audit of the 
former Wayne County drain 
commissioner's account and de- 
pict i on of extra funding 
accumulated there. Fending 
approval of McNamara's re- 
commendations by the county 
drain board, the communities 
should receive the refunds with- 
in the next two weeks, McNa- 
mara said. 

The refunds are a part of an 
audit of Chapter 20 Drainage 
Districts account by the county 
office of management and 
budget. The review of the books 
showed that the county budget 
owed 14 communities almost 
$16,995,745.60. 

The audit of the drainage 
accounts began in 1986. 

44 As we got deeper into our au- 
dit, more problems kept surfac- 
ing/ 1 McNamara said. “This 
turned into an accountant's 
worst nightmare/ 1 

As a result of overassess- 
ments and bond proceeds which 
exceeded bond repayment costs 
in the former office of the coun- 
ty drain commission - whose 
office was abolished by a vote of 
county residents - the money 
has been accumulating interest 
during the years, McNamara 
said. The process of uncovering 
how much was owed to each 
community took more than one 
year to complete because the 
funds were 4 intermixed 11 be- 
tween drain accounts.

Juvenile crime is targeted in new state legislation 


As more juveniles are found 
to be co intuiting crimes for- 
mally considered to be “adult 
offenses,” laws are being up- 
dated to deal with the new 
situations. 

Several proposed laws deal 
mg with juvenile delinquents 
ore now being considered by 
the state joint ad hoc commit 
tee on crime, according to Rep 
James Kosteva tD-37). 

A 13-bill package, which goes 
into effect on June l, would per- 
mit all youths over the age of 15 
w h o ore c h a r g e d wit h a n 
offense punishable by life im- 
prisonment to be tried in a cir- 


cuit or recorder's court. If the 
youth is tried in circuit court 
and found guilty, the court 
would be required, at the time 
of sentencing to conduct a 
hearing to determine whether 
commit meat should be made to 
the Department of Corrections 
or the Department of Social 
Services. 

If a youth convicted under 
the new legislation is commit 
ted to the DOC, he will he Ire 
aled as any other sentenced 
felon If he is committed to the 
DSS, he would be placed on 
probation and the court will re- 
tain jurisdiction. If a youth who 


is placed on probaton is con 
victod nf a new felony, or a oil 
cuil court in isdcmmi mu , hi* 
will be sentenced to t lie DOC on 
the original lilt 1 maximum 
felony. 

The criteria for waiver of a 
youth over the age of 15 for 1 rial 
in the circuit court also has 
been revised to make the 
criteria more easily under- 
stood anil applied. 

Three years alter the effee 
live date of l In 1 legislation, the 
Youth Parole and Review 
Board would be eliminated and 
all youth adjudicated for status 
offenses, misdemeanors and 


ordinance violations would 
then remain under juvenile 
court jurisdiction irrespective 
of where the youth is commit- 
ted for t real muni 

House Bill 4599 would amend 
the juvenile code to require the 
court and the court clerks to 
notify the Michigan State 
Police ot disposition informa- 
tion mi juveniles adjudicated 
d e J i n q u e n 1 o n o n e of t h e 
charged offenses. In addition, 
an amendment was added to 
permit the court to expunge the 
record of a youth who did not 
have more than one adjudica- 
tion or conviction prior to the 


age of 24 The expungement 
would be mandatory for a 
youth who has been adjudi- 
cated delinquent for one 
offense of larceny in a building, 
unlawfully driving away an 
automobile and breaking and 
entering. However, records 
would be compiled on the fol- 
lowing offenses: arson of a 
dwelling, attempted murder, 
breaking and entering, kidnap- 
ping, larceny in a building, cri- 
minal sexual conduct, first- 
and second-degree murder and 
assault with intent to murder, 
do great bodily harm or rob, 
armed

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Mutual aid pact is 
now closer to reality

A formal mutual aid pact, 
which will cover the 743,000 re- 
sidents of western Wayne 
County, is a step closer to im- 
plementation with the approv- 
al of the pact by Van Buren 
Township. 

Eaeh of the 19 communities 
in the region must adopt the 
mutual aid agreement before it 
will be formally adopted. 
These communities include 
Wayne, Westland. Inkster, Bel- 
leville, Romulus, Livonia, Ply- 
mouth. Taylor, North ville, 
Dearborn Heights, Dearborn. 
Garden City and the townships 
of Canton. North ville. Red ford, 
Plymouth, Huron. Sumpter 
and Van Buren. 

Although area police depart- 
ments have been providing aid 
to neighboring communities on 
an informal basis, the need for 
a formal agreement became 
apparent after the Flight 255 
crash last August, according to 
Van Buren Township Police 
Chief Joseph Davies, who ex- 
pects the agreement to be 
adopted in the near future. 

The need for extra manpow- 
er during the visit of Pope John 
Paul II and the hostage situa- 
tion and subsequent shooting of 
three police officers at the Bun- 
galow Motel in Inkster also 
pointed up the need for a for- 
mal agreement between the 
western Wayne County depart- 
ments. 

Chief Davies said Western 
Region Mutual Aid Pact is pat- 
terned after the long- 
established Downriver Mutual 
Aid Pact 4 * with some revi- 
sions/' 

The Van Buren police chief 
said the pact is part of the 
Wayne County Preparedness 
Plan which divided the county 
in four regions: Metro Detroit 
with 1.2 million resident, Dow- 
nriver Region with 274,000 resi- 
dents, Grosse Poinles with 
69,000 residents and the West- 
ern Region. The plan calls for 
mutual aid pacts for the re- 
gions plus the assistance of the 
Wayne County Sheriff's office 


and State Police. 

Davies said the formal pact 
will provide better use of man- 
power, For example, he said, 
some 200 extra police officers 
could be called into a commun- 
ity during an emergency situa- 
tion without causing a critical 
loss of manpower for any one 
department. The number of 
available officers from each of 
the 19 Western Region com- 
munities w ill he based on a per- 
centage of the total available 
manpower in each depart- 
ment. he said. 

The Van Buren Police De- 
partment, w hich is staffed with 
a combination of part-time and 
full-time officers, would be re- 
quired to send one and one- half 
officer, Davies said. Depend- 
ing on the seriousness of the 
situation, either one or two 
police officers would be sent to 
the area requesting aid, he 
said. Some of the neighboring 
communities with larger police 
forces would be required to 
send four to five officers, while 
c o m ni u n i t i e s w i t h large 
populations, such as Westland, 
Taylor and Dearborn would 
supply a larger mutual aid 
force. 

“Without a formal agree- 
ment last year, our dispatchers 
sent every available officer ex- 
cept for two ears to the airplane 
crash site/' Davies said, who 
returned from vacation on the 
night of the Flight 255 crash. 
“The next day we didn’t have a 
fresh crew for regular duty," 

Davies said the formal 
agreement will avoid future 
manpower drains on individual 
departments, and coordinate 
the use of the officers more effi- 
ciently. 

The Van Buren police chief 
said the agreement also will 
spell out the responsibility and 
liability for both the requesting 
and responding police depart- 
ments. Control of the manpow- 
er will be in the hands of the 
community which requested 
the mutual aid, while liability 
for the equipment used during 
the emergency will remain 
with the responding depart- 
ment. 


Crime bills acted upon 
by state ad-hoc group

State legislators are joining 
in the war against crime 
through a number of proposed 
anti-crime laws aimed at halt- 
ing drug abuse and prosecuting 
offenders. 

Rep. James Kosteva (D-37) 
noted that some 14 anli-drug 
abuse bills have been acted 
upon by the joint ad hoc com- 
mitee on crime. 

One of the bills enchances the 
penalties for the sale of drugs 
on school property. House Bill 
4046 would double the max- 
imum fine or imprisonment 
allowed by law for a person 18 
years of age or older convicted 
of possessing a controlled sub- 
stance on school property. The 
bill also would provide a man- 
datory minimum two-year 
sentence for a person convicted 
of possession with intent to de- 
liver to a student at the school - 
the fine could be tripled and the 
maximum sentence could be 
doubled under provisions of the 
bill. In addition, a person con- 
victed of a second or subse- 
quent offense would be subject 
to a mandatory five-year mini- 
mum term and would not be 
eligible for probation or a sus- 
pended sentence. 

House Bill 4461 would allow 
parents or guardians to place 
minors in drug or substance 
abuse programs without the 
minor's consent. The commit- 
ment can be involuntary for a 
minor 14 or younger and those 
between 14 and 18 who do not 
consent to the treatment prog- 
ram would have an evaluation 
conducted by the probate court 
to determine the appropriate- 
ness of the treatment House 
Bill 5196 would amend the pub- 
lic health code to create a man-

Also under study by the state 
legislators is the Anti-Drug Pa- 
raphernalia Act which would 
outlaw the sale of devices in- 
tended for use in ingesting con- 
trolled substances if at the time 
of sale the seller knew that the 
device would be used for that 
purpose Violation of the act is a 
90-day misdemeanor with a 
potential fine of $5,000.

Canton Township remained 
the center of attraction for 
potential and actual home 
buyers and single house con- 
struction according to building 
department officials surveyed 
in eight local communities. 

In the first five months of the 
year. Canton building officials 
said that 151 new residential 
permits were issued for single- 
home construction. In the same 
period of time, realtors have 
been able to peddle 282 homes 
from a market of 499 listings in 
Canton. 

The median price of the sale 
is $93,000 according to Western 
Wayne Oakland County Board 
of Realtors figures 

44 We have been very busy 
around here, 1 ' said an em- 
ployee in the Canton Building 
Department, 44 The township 
continues to grow. Just look 
around you. There is construc- 
tion going on all around us/ 1 
The enthusiastic construc- 
tion growth has also rubbed off 
on neighboring Westland 
where building officials 
painted an optimistic picture. 
Officials have issued 31 new re- 
sidential home construction 
permits and realtors said that 
357 homes have been sold also 
in the first five months of the 
year. 

Commercial growth con- 
tinues in the Wayne and Ford 
Road areas. 

Homes sales and listings 
bloomed in spring, said Mar- 
jory R. Pickett, president of 
Metro MLS. 


“We look for continued re- 
versal of last year's experience 
when strong sales in the early 
months tapered off as the year 
progressed/ 1 Pickett said. 

Pickett noted that, “this 
year, the first two months were 
flat, but now sales should start 
to build. With more properties 
to consider, buyers will be- 
come more active and higher 
sales should encourage more 
sellers to take advantage of the 
market," 

Although mortgage rates 
have climbed in recent months, 
they are expected to continue 
to climb. The 1987 summer low 
of 9 percent isn’t expected to 


be seen in the mortgage com- 
munity in the nearest future. 

But mortgage companies are 
offering innovative twice 
monthly mortgage plans 
which, they say, cuts 
thousands of dollars off of the 
traditional 30-year mortgage 
plans. The biweekly plan per- 
mits smaller payments every 
14 days instead of monthly in- 
stallments. 

According to National Bank 
of Detroit officials who are 
offering the plan, the consumer 
response has been tremendous. 

In the meantime, single 
dwelling construction has 
apparently come to a standstill 


in such areas as Belleville and 
Wayne where building depart- 
ment officials last we^k 
announced that they are yet to 
issue their first home construc- 
tion permit for 1988, 

The combined communities 
of Belleville and Van Buren 
Township had 118 listings, and 
62 homes were sold at a median 
price of $53,450. 

Romulus, which is seeing a 
boom in hotel and motel con- 
struction in the Merriman 
Road and 1-94 corridor, adja- 
cent to the Metropolitan Air- 
port, also is seeing a renaiss- 
ance of sorts in single home 
construction. Officials in that 
city announce that they have 
issued 15 new home permits. 

Also, of the 74 homes offered 
for sale during the first part of 
the year, 35 have been sold. 

New home construction and 
sales in Inkster remained slug- 
gish during the first five 
months. Inkster building offi- 
cials said that they have issued 
only two new home permits. 
There were however 75 homes 
(of 187 listed) sold at a median 
price of $32,250, 

Realtors in the area encour- 
age potential buyers to shop 
around for the best buys. They 
said that the market is opening 
up. 

4 ‘Many buyers looking for a 
starter home could easily be 
discouraged if they look at 
average prices and feel they 
are frozen out of the market," 
Pickett noted. “We hope they 
will talk to a realtor before 
jumping to this conclusion and 
discover just how many realis- 
tic options they have/ 1 
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School reform is not 
only financial matter 

Money doesn't buy love, happiness or fame - as the 
sayings would tell. 

Money also is no! the only factor concerned when the 
purchase of a quality education is at hand, 

A school reform bill that would put a ballot proposal 
before voters in the state failed to gamer a two-thirds 
majority approval of members of the state House of Repre- 
sentatives this month, sending the proposal back to com- 
mittee. The bilL in short, called for an increase in the state 
sales tax from 4 to 6 cents on the dollar, earmarking a 
percentage of the state general fund revenues for K-12 
education and providing tax relief to residential and busi- 
ness property owners. 

The state Senate had approved the proposal. 

In light of the House defeat, the time is right for state 
lawmakers and school officials to take a look back at the 
school reform proposal, broaden the plan and develop a 
workable educational system for the residents of this state. 

Obviously, inequities exist throughout the various school 
districts of our state. It is difficult - if not impossible - for 
school districts which have the financial backing of home 
values in West Bloomfield, Grosso Pointe and Farmington 
Hills to compete with in-formula school districts and home 
values in Inkster, Detroit and Romulus, Thus, it is no great 
revelation to discover that students do not receive the 
same dolIar-per-doUar quality of education. 

But dolla r- pe r- doll ar is not the only factor concerned. 

We point to the private schools in our area as a role 
model of stretching the dollar as far as it will go. Clearly, 
many parochial schools in this area operate with a per- 
pupil revenue base which is far less than the base of public 
school districts. 

Still, these districts turn out students whose standar- 
dized test scores consistently are ranked higher than 
scores at the public school level, students who continue into 
higher education far more often than at the public-school 
level and students whose dropout rate is less than their 
public-school counterparts. 

Clearly, money doesn't buy everything. 

While this not a testimonial for private education in 
America or a blasting of public schools - which, by and 
large, are filled with a more diverse population of students 
than private schools - this is an example of the lesson state 
lawmakers, school officials and taxpayers need to learn 
before they consider any type of reform to our public 
education package. 

Throwing money at our problems has been the solution 
for several years - not only in education. While money is a 
component to quality in anything, it is not the only compo- 
nent, In public education, we must also take a look at 
teacher testing, a reformed school year, new legislation for 
dropouts - in short, a return to the basics. 

Countless educational models exists for this group of 
reformers to examine, learn from, adapt to and use. Sever- 
al European educational models are exemplary in provid- 
ing a quality education - as are the private-school models 
mentioned earlier. 

Indeed, the time is now to change the way our public 
schools do business. May traditionally signals a month of 
sadness for educators and students in our area, as school 
board members face the inevitable problem of laying off 
teachers to cut costs and deal with declining enrollments. 
This fact is tragic and is a threat to the futures of our 
children, our welfare and our nation. 

We urge state lawmakers, school officials and taxpayers 
to ease up on the gas pedal pushing school reform. The plan 
will take time for development and discussion and will not 
be polished overnight. 

In the end, however, a carefully designed educational 
reform package that includes both financial and academic 
standards for all students will be more easily accepted and 
approved. The reform packages on the table were a good 
start - now let’s get serious about doing something about 
the quality of education. 

The solution to our educational problems can be found in 
the great minds of the people of this state - not necessarily 
in their pocket books.

The patients and staff at Mid- 
dlebelt Hope Nursing Centre, in 
Westland, are extremely con- 
cerned regarding the governor's 
proposed Medicaid budget for 
next year and ask your help and 
support in getting the state 
Legislature to vote it down in its 
present form, 

^We are funded through the 
state for Medicaid patients who 
are in our care. Even now, that 
funding is inadequate, and the 
proposed budget will cut another 
$30 million-plus from all the nurs- 
ing homes statewide. That means 
about $47,000 for us. 

These losses win severely ham- 
per our ability to continue quality 
nursing care for our elderly ill. 

We cannot keep up with the in- 
flation which is eating into our 
operational costs, nor can we 
compete with hospitals that are 
luring our personnel because we 
are unable to pay competitive 
wages. 

The present administration 
has publicly made the improve- 
ment of nursing home care a ma- 
jor agenda item. But, as we see it, 
the proposed budget clearly con- 
tradicts that pronouncement.

You now have established dis- 
tance parameters that can be 
used on any course, 

* Pay careful attention to yar- 
dage markers at your course (we 
use orange, 150 yard markers in 
our fairways at Fellows Creek.) 
You man elect or establish your 
own yardage values, using 
trees, bushes or sprinkler heads 
to the center of each green. 

• In windy conditions, select 


one or two clubs more into the 
wind. With the wind, you may 
want to select one or two clubs 
less. Swing slowly and smoothly, 
regardless of which way the wind 
is blowing. Widening your stance 
slightly may also provide better 
balance in extreme wind condi- 
tions. 

By following these guidelines, 
you can greatly increase your 
percentage of greens in regula- 
tion and signigicantly lower 
your scores.

Leather shoes 

Belleville man has role 
in Northville production

Do black leather shoes really reflect up? 

Theatre-goers may not receive a definite answer to 
their query when they see the play of the same name, 
but they will be taken on a nostalgic trip back to paroc- 
hial school days in the 1950s,

Haynes knows that the audience is identifying with 
the situations in the musical when he and other cast 
members hear whispers of “that’s him” or “that's 
her” when the audiences notice a character which 
reminds them of a former teacher or fellow' student. 

“The play is a lot of fun,” Haynes said. “It’s not 
only funny, but it brings back so many memories that 
the audiences just love it,” Haynes said. “There’s 
singing and dancing and a lot of good-natured 
comedy.” 

Haynes has been interested in acting since his days 
at Belleville High School where he participated in 
many of the musicals staged at the school. Following 
graduation he attended St. Mary’s College and be- 
came involved with theatre groups including the 
Spotlight Flayers, the Farmington Players, and an 
acting group at Oakland Community College. He also 
acted in some of the dinner theatre productions of 
Jimmy Launce. 

“This is my third show for Marquis/ 1 said Haynes,

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‘TALKING BOOKS’ 

The sounds of the library for the blind 
are music to ears of the handicapped

T alking is never shunned by these 
library workers. Books can be 
checked out for six weeks or "at 
your leisure,’ 1 And overdue fines? 
^ They are nonexistent. 

1 The talking, however, is from the 
books. The loan arrangements are at the mercy 
of the U,S. Postal Service. And the fines would be 
inappropriate, since most patrons at the Wayne 
County Regional Library for the Blind and Physi- 
cally Handicapped already suffer from a loss of 
vision or other physical impairment Which pro- 
hibits them from enjoying American books and 
magazines in the traditional fashion 

Based in the city of Wayne, the library serves 
3,000 visually impaired and handicapped resi- 
dents in Wayne County. The facility is stocked 
with about 110,000 books and a list of more than 
50 popular magazines. It is one of 56 regional lib- 
raries for the blind and handicapped in the U.S. 
and one of two in Michigan. 

It also is a dream come true for patrons who 
use it and would otherwise be unable to enjoy the 
gift of a good book. 

Pat K1 emails has been the regional librarian at 
the Library for the Blind and Physically Hand- 
icapped - or “Talking Book Center, 11 as patrons 
and staff members call it - since September. A 
14-year veteran of the Wayne County library sys- 
tem, Klemans has served as a librarian in Tren- 
ton, Belleville and Lincoln Park, 

Unlike her job at other public libraries, Kle- 
mans sees few patrons at the “Talking Book Cen- 
ter." Words such as "flexi disk," "large-pnnt 
books," "cassette tapes 1 ' and Braille are now 
major portions of her vocabulary'. But the de- 
mand for literature is unchanged. 

"This center is part of a nationwide program 
mandated by Congress in 1930. A great deal of 
credit for the beginning of the program goes to 
Helen Keller. She made an impassioned' plea to 
Congress with Anne Sullivan/' Kleman said, of 
the start of the library for the blind. 

From there, the program has skyrocketed. 


The "Talking Book Center" is housed in the 
offices of the Wayne-Oakland Library Federa- 
tion, on Van Born and Venoy roads, in Wayne. 
The center is exclusive to Wayne County resi- 
dents. Patrons from other counties use a regional 
library for the blind in Lansing. 

To be a part of the program, patrons must be 
legally blind, visually handicapped, physically 
handicapped or have a reading disability. A re- 
ferral must be made before program mem- 
bership is granted. Referrals can be from a 
physician or nurse, educator, librarian or social 
worker, (Those with a reading disability must be 
referred by a medical doctor.) 

Depending on the physical impairment, pat- 
rons may be loaned - free of charge - large-print 
books, books on cassette tapes, Ixmks and maga- 
zines on flexible records and Braille reading 
materials. The equipment needed to use the 
materials is also loaned to patrons without 
charge, as is the repair of the equipment, Kle- 
mans said. 

All of the loaning and return of books can be 
done through the mail - again without any 
charge. Although the class code for mailing is 
"Below Fourth Class" and sometimes makes 
mail delivery times unexpected, the franking pri- 
vilege was granted by Congress when the prog* 
ram began in 1930, Kleman said. 

And just what kinds of "talking books" do the 
patrons enjoy? 

"Typically, our readers seem to enjoy popular 
fiction. It's very much the same as in other local 
libraries," Kleman said. 

Thus, the names of authors such as Danielle 
Steele and other popular novelists frequently 
pass by the loan desk, as do a variety of self-help 
books for cooking, diets and exercise. 

And, unlike many neighborhood libraries, the 
Bible is always in heavy demand at the "Talking 
Book Center," Kleman said. 

"We have literally hundreds of Bibles," she ex* 
plained. "We are always being asked for the Bi- 
ble and parts of the Bible."

Close your eyes anti imagine what 
it would be like knowing you would 
never be able to read anything again. 
Not the TV guide, not the newspaper, 
not your favorite book, not anything. 
For most, the adjustment would be 
traumatic and extremely difficult. 

Westland resident Edith Gizicki 
was an avid reader before she de- 
veloped macular degeneration of the 
retina. She rapidly began to lose her 
eyesight several years ago. 

After raising and caring for five 
children and several grandchildren. 
Edith discovered six years ago that 
she could no longer drive. 

A year later, she could no longer 
read because of a loss of her central 
vision. 

For about a year, Gizicki strug- 
gled with the idea of not being able 
to read. Then, her daughter found 
out about the Wayne County Library 
for the Blind. 

Now, Gizicki is a regular cus- 
tomer, 

"I use it constantly, They have cas- 


sette tapes and records and loan out 
equipment, too," Gizicki said, 

There is no charge for the services 
offered, and blind patrons are sent 
book lists, so they are able to call in 
their orders and have the desired 
"books" mailed to them. 

"1 just finished The Brothers Kara- 
mazov by Feodor Dostoyevsky and 
really enjoyed it," Edith said. "That's 
a real long book, but 1 read all diffe- 
rent kinds, and the library has a great 
selection." 

Gizicki considers the library the 
greatest ihing to happen to her since 
she lost her vis ion . 

“It has given me something to be 
interested in while l have coped with 
being blind If I didn't have hooks. I'd 
go bonkers! " she said. 

She has no complaints about the 
library system. 

"I read some every day, and all I 
have to do is call In about every three 
weeks. I'm sent a smalt mad sack full 
of cassettes or records." Edith ex- 
plained, i think it’s a marvelous 
idea, and whoever came up with it 
should gel a medal. " 

Gizicki is concerned, however, ab- 


out the small number of blind people 
who are aware of the library service. 
She said she does not like knowing 
that a person could be blind for years 
without hearing about services 
offered to him or her. 

A nn a "Mac" M acige w ski , of W est- 
land, agrees. She also suf fered from a 
macular degeneration of the retina , is 
blind and uses the library frequently. 

“My condition took 20 years to get 
this far, so I had a chance to go into 
the blindness gradually/ 1 Mac said. 
“Twelve years ago, I couldn’t drive. 
It’s been five years since 1 could 
read." 

Mac said she was always an avid 
reader. Thus, the library has been a 
godsend 

"I thank God for the library every 
day," she said. "I use it all the time, l 
read detective stories, mysteries, ro- 
mances and the Readers Digests" 

When Mac w ants to find out what is 
happening in the news, she turns on 
the television and listens. When she 
wants leisure reading materials, she 
turns to the library for the blind. 

"Everyone is very nice and goes 
out of their w'ay to help me. What 
more could I want?"

available on a free, subscrip- 
tion basis and do not need to 
be returned. 

A list of the magazines 
offered and catalog of new 
books available at the center 
are mailed to patrons on a 
regular basis. The lists and 
catalogs have detailed in- 
structions for ordering. 

Most reading materials at 
the center are prerecorded on 
the cassette tapes and re- 
cords or are printed in Braille 
and large print at the Library 
of Congress, in Washington, 
D.C. The service is coordin- 
ated by the National Library 
Federation. 

A few local books, however, 
must be- recorded at the local 
facility. Because of this, Kle- 


man said, a staff of volunteers 
is maintained to read manu- 
als and books in to a mic- 
rophone and on to a tape. 

In all, Kleman said, the 
"Talking Book Center" is the 
literary backbone for the 
visually handicapped resi- 
dents of Wayne County, New 
members are constantly 
being accepted, and service 
to current patrons is constant- 
ly being improved.

Mortals & Immortals 
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DON’T LET 
PAIN CONTROL 
YOUR LIFE

Last week 1 discussed pain and how 
those people w ho suffer with pain for a 
long time develop "chronic pain 
syndrome” — an illness/ behavior 
pattern whereby the "pain” becomes 
the central focus for ail activities and 
interactions. 

Noi only do patients suffer with 
physical pain, but they also suffer 
psychological pain as well. Feelings of 
despair, kwv self-esteem, rage, depression, 
even suicidal thoughts are common, 

DRUG DEPENDENCY 

Patients in this syndrome may 
develop dependency on pain medication 
as well as other substances that are used 
to cope with pain. Drug dependency 
often compounds the problem. 

CHRONIC PAIN MANAGEMENT 

Since we know the problem is not just 
physical pain, a treatment approach 
needs to include the psychological 
factors. The most effective plan is one 
that evaluates the individual's needs, 
and a specialized program is provided to 
meet those needs. 

TREATMENT COALS 

The Oakwood Downriver Medical 
Center has such a program. It provides

a team of specialists including 
physician, psychologist, social worker, 
activity therapist, physical therapist, 
and nurses whose goal is to help the 
patient cope with his or her pain 
4 'syndrome” or behavior so that he or 
she can return to a more normal life. 

It is designed to decrease the 
individual *s feelings of hopelessness and 
depression, help improve family 
relationships, and enhance the person's 
ability to pursue employment or 
vocational training. 


BIOFEEDBACK 

In addition, the treatment includes 
biofeedback which is used to train the 
patient to become more aware of his or 
her physical reaction to pain and stress 
so he or she can better control responses. 

Treatments provided are individual 
therapy, group therapy and family therapy, 
family education, physical therapy, 
occupational therapy, relaxation train- 
ing, biofeedback, stress management 
training, pool therapy, patient education, 
activity therapy, psychological 
assessment and treatment, social assess- 
ment and treatment, medication 
management, and nutritional counseling.

Greek Festival brings out best in 

ethnic cooking 
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Tina Doumanian is still not 
quite sure how she learned to 
cook. She did learn* however* as 
is evidenced by her reputation 
as a great ethnic cook and her 
well-fed family, 

Doumanian has never quite 
understood the success of her 
first entertaining experience 
when as a young bride she pre- 
pared the Greek version of 
chicken and rice for visiting re- 
latives, 

* '1 really was one of those 
people. When I got married I 
couldn't even boil water. 1 just 
tried to remember what my 
mother used to do* and it work- 
ed/' Doumanian now has 27 
years of cooking (and mar- 
riage) to look back on. She and 
her husband Bob have three 
children and have lived in 
Westland for 25 years. 

While she recalled her first 
meal for guests as a surprise 
success, Doumanian is quick to 
reveal that her first meal for 
her husband while both wore 
students living in married 
housing at Eastern Michigan 
University where they met was 
a disaster of sorts . 

“We both love spaghetti 
made the Greek way* with just 
butter and parmesan cheese. I 
thought when the instructions 
on the box said to rinse the 
spaghetti, it was supposed to be 
with cold water* Needless to 
say, our meal was cold,' 1 
Doumanian recalled. 

Her next effort was with the 


now famous chicken and rice 
and her brother who had been 
one of the guests actually cal- 
led her mother to report that 
the meal “was almost as good 
as yours/' 

“Evid6n tally, I remembered 
more about what my mother 
did in the kitchen than l knew/' 
Doumanian said. While that 
might seem obvious, cooking 
and culinary skill would seem 
to be a part of her heritage* She 
was raised in Escanaba where 
her father and uncle owned the 
Boston Sweet Shop about four 
blocks from their home. Her 
father made all the homemade 
candies in the kitchen at the 
shop and the kids were allowed 
to watch, “if we didn't touch 
anything*" 

“Every Sunday growing up 
Mom would make roast chick- 
en, peeled potatoes and baked in 
the oven and Greek salad. 
Then for dessert, my Dad 
would give the kids the keys to 
the shop and we'd walk down 
and bring back a quart of ice 
cream for dessert. It was 
wonderful," Doumanian said. 

Her mother would always 
cook extra food for these Sun- 
day meals because company 
was nearly inevitable. “The 
Greek families were scattered 
around up north so you never 
knew' who might drop in for din- 
ner*" she explained, “it was a 
great way to grow u p - 
Doumanian ’s favorite

meal is still spaghetti with but- 
ter and parmesan cheese 
(although now she serves il 
hoU. She also enjoys roast leg 
of lamb* bill it lias to be pre- 
pared properly and she still 
counts egg lemon soup as one of 
her favorites. 

And what does a real Greek 
gourmet order when dining out 
in Grecktown? t4 The best 
places for Greek food are Hel- 
las and Pegasus. But never 
order the combination plate, 
you just won't get real home 
cooking," she said* She highly 
re CO m m e n d s the 1 a m b a n d 
rice— not the roast lamb* mind 
you, just the lamb and rice and 
l h e G reek sa la d “ Ordc rata ble 
salad and you'll have more 
than enough to share*" Doum a- 
nian said 

Her advice to young cooks is j 
really simple, * 1 Get a good j 
cookbook and follow the direc- 
tions." 

Doumanian also is adamant 
about her attire when cooking* 
“1 don't care if I have on short- 
shorts or a dress* you'll never 
see me without an apron when 
I’m cooking/’ she said She 
also finds that she can work 
better* she said, by getting all 
the ingredients she will be us- 
ing out arid on the counter be- 
fore she starts the cooking. 
"I’m a neat cook. I get every- 
thing out and then 1 measure 
what I need. That’s what works 
for me," she explained. 

1 * I don’t follow' recipes, 
either. I mean I do if I’m bak- 
ing, but for cooking dishes 1 
know, l just decide how it 
should taste and the flavors i 
want and go from there, i real- 
ly learned by trial and error*" 

Doumanian's daughter, she 
admitted* is much like she was 
and has little interest in the 
preparation of food. But she is 
also in the kitchen a great deal 
helping to serve and watching 
Doumanian at work. Last 
week, the Doumanlans hosted 
a family reunion for 25 or 30 
guests and all the food was 
homemade* with the lamb 
ordered especially for the occa- 
sion, 

Doumanian, who has taught 
Sunday School at St. George's 
Greek Orthodox Church in 
Southgate for 16 years is an ac- 
tive participant in the upcom- 
ing Greek Festival slated for 
Yack Arena in Wyandotte May 
13* 14 and 15* “This is really our 
festival and it's wonderful., 
There will be food booths* bread 
booths* ethnic dancing and 
dance shows," she said. 

Doumanian teaches fourth 
grade at St. Aloysius School in 
Romulus while her husband 
and oldest son are both 
teachers in the Taylor district* 

In honor of the upcoming fes- 


tival* Doumanian shared a few 
of her favorite recipes for 
Greek dishes, 

EGG-LEMON SOUP 

> 

7 cups chicken broth 
1/2 cup rice 

3 medium eggs* separated 
Juice of one lemon 

Bring broth to a boll in 4- 
quart saucepan; stir in rice. 
Beal egg whites until stiff. Add 
egg yolks; beat slowly until 
mixture is light yellow. Add 
lemon juice slowly, beating 
continuously. Stir 1/2 cup hot 
chicken broth into egg mixtur- 
e; pour egg mixture slowly into 
chicken broth, beating con- 
tinuously. Juice of another 
lemon may be added* if de- 
sired . 

TOSSED GREEK SALAD 

1 clove of garlic 

1 large head lettuce, broken 

1/2 bunch endive, broken 

3 tomatoes* cut up 

1 cucumber* cut up 

1 bunch green onions, 

chopped 

Olive oil to taste 

Wine vinegar to taste 

Salt and pepper to taste 

1/4 lb. feta cheese, crumbled 

20 Kalamata olives 

Rub bowl with garlic. Com- 
bine greens and cut up veget- 
ables. Toss with just enough oil 
to coal lettuce. Add vinegar, 
salt and pepper to taste* Gar- 
nish top with feta cheese and 
olives. 

SPARTAN VEGETABLE CAS- 
SEROLE 

1 cup celery hearts, sliced 
3 medium onions, sliced 
3 medium zucchini, sliced 
3 carrots, sliced 
1 green pepper, chopped 
1 package frozen French green 
beans 

3 bay leaves 

1 clove of garlic* chopped 
Salt and pepper to taste 
1/2 cup cooking oil 
1 16-oz* can peeled tomatoes 

4 medium potatoes* peeled 
and sliced 

Combine celery, onions, zuc- 
chini, carrots, green pepper 
and green beans in large cas- 
serole. Add bay leaves, garlic 
cloves* salt and pepper; stir in 
cooking oil. Top with tomatoes. 
Bake, covered* in preheated

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I’m learning how to make the best out of some of the worst 


New Orleans. ..jazz, Bourbon 
Street* Mardi Gras and great 
food, right? Well, three out of 
four isn't bad. 

The food in the city famous 
for culinary expertise fell far 
short of the reputation it has 
achieved when visited not too 
long ago. Actually* everything 
sampled either lasted of fish 
heads or cayenne pepper, ..and 
that included the oatmeal and 
fruit salad. 

Now, my visit may have been 
ill-timed or the restaurants I 
chose less than adequate* but 
nevertheless* next time I’m 
packing a box of crackers and a 
jar of peanut butter (extra- 
crunchy)* 

The best dining experience 
we had was at a wonderful 
place called the Courtyard of 
Three Sisters. Here* the food 
was excellent and the service 
wonderful, but nothing could 
top the atmosphere of standing 
beneath the same tree where 
legendary duels were fought 



for the favors of certain* 
urn. . .ladies. 

Here* too* could be found the 
best desserts in the city. While 
the recipes are considered top 
secret and the chef very protec- 
tive of his trademark bread 
pudding and custards* I think I 
have finally discovered a very 
close match to his wonderful 
creations, 

I admit to prejudice as real 
bread pudding is one of my 
favorite desserts. It sounds so 
mundane* but when done prop- 
erly, bread pudding can be one 
of the most elegant and flavor- 
ful treats put on the table. 

And before the masses begin 
writing me hate mail espous- 


i n g the wonders of New 
Orleans, let them be warned. I 
hate gumbo. Nobody is going to 
make me like it no matter hovv 
much cayenne pepper is put 
into it- and crayfish should be 
left alone until they grow into 
lobsters or whatever they grow 
into. They should not be eaten 
by human beings unless the 
only alternative is starvation, 
and then it's questionable. 

Further, this cajun craze has 
just gone just about far enough . 
L may be dating myself* but 1 
can remember when you threw 
out anything that remotely re- 
sembled this blackened stuff 
and went out to eat where they 
didn’t burn the food. Excuse 
me* but I don't need a smoke 
detector to tell me when my 
dinner is done. 

But, these New Orleans 
cooks (the real New Orleans 
cooks* not the pseudo gourmets 
with iron skillets from K mart) 
do have some great tricks up 
their culinary sleeves* 


These seem simple* but are 
truly wonderful desserts. And 
please, please don’t tell any- 
body from New Orleans I said 
any of these bad things or the 
Chamber of Commerce will 
make me go back. 

NEW ORLEANS BREAD PUD 
DING WITH WHISKEY SAUCE 

1 loaf real French bread, torn 
into pieces 

1 quart half-and-half (milk will 
work 

3 eggs 

2 cups sugar 

2 Tablespoons vanilla 
1 cup raisins 

3 Tablespoons butter, melted 

Preheat oven to 300 degrees. 
Soak the bread in the half and 
half and crush with hands until 
well mixed. Add eggs sugar, 
vanilla and raisins and stir 
well Pour butter into bottom of 
9-X-13 pan and add pudding 
mixture. Bake until very firm. 


about one hour. Cool. 

(There is no cinnamon in this 
pudding * although I found 
adding a teaspoon (yes, a whole 
teaspoon) of cinnamon and a 
pinch or so of nutmeg really 
adds a terrific touch You can 
also use a cup of dark brown 
sugar and a cup of white sugar - 
- or two cups of light brown 
sugar or... well, you get the 
idea.) 

WHISKEY SAUCE 

1 cup sugar 
1 egg 

1/2 cup butter 

1/2 cup whiskey (or to taste) 

Cream sugar and egg until 
well mixed. Pour into small 
saucepan and add melted but- 
ter and continue to dissolve 
over low heat. Cool slightly. 
Add whiskey to taste which 
should make the sauce creamy 
and smooth. When ready to 
serve, pour sauce over baked 
pudding and heat under broil- 
er. Serve with remaining sauce 


on the side. 

ALMOND AND RICE-FLOUR 
CUSTARD 
2 cups half-and-half 
2 cups milk 

1 cup blanched almonds* 

pulverized 

3/4 cup sugar 

1/2 teaspoon almond extract 

1/4 cup rice flour 

1/4 cup sliced almonds 

In a large saucepan* combine 
the cream, 1 1/2 cups milk* 
almonds* sugar and almond ex- 
tract. Bring to boil, remove 
from heat and cover. Let 
almonds steep for 20 minutes. 
Return almond-flavored liquid 
to saucepan. Dissolve rice flour 
in remaining 1/2 cup milk* stir 
into liquid and set over low 
heat. Simmer for 15 minutes* 
stirring frequently until cus- 
tard thickens- Spoon into indi- 
vidual serving dishes. Chill one 
hour. Toast almonds in oven or 
in cast iron frying pan until 
lightly browned.

The first thing the neighbors noticed 
was the smell. 

It started every day about 1 a.m. and 
even motorists passing by on Michigan 
A v e n u e not i c e d t h e a ro m a in t h v 
air,,, and many of them opened their car 
windows to allow more of the wonderful 
smell of fresh baked bread to titillate 
their taste buds. 

The glorious odor emanates from the 
new Wayne Italian Bakery and Deli 
where bakers prepare hard- crust Ita- 
lian bread every day in the wee hours of 
the morning. 

“That’s the key/ 1 said owner Joe Ven- 
tura, explaining why the bread has be- 
come so popular. 

“We start cooking it at midnight and it 
takes four hours to cook. Our bread is 
always fresh and if there is bread that 
isn't sold that day we sell it as day-old, 

Ventura, who opened the bakery just 
five months ago, wanted a place in 
Wayne where people could go and buy 
authentic Italian foods. The more popu- 
lar items include the Sicilian bread, piz- 
za by the slice and submarine sand- 
wiches. 

“The subs have really taken off for 
us/ 1 said Ventura. ’"They arc our best 
sellers right now. We get a lot of orders 
from the auto plants and from other 
businesses in Wayne. ' 

Ventura said the meat used in the sub- 
marine sandwiches is top quality, but 
the reason for their great taste is in the 
bread. 

“The main thing again is that the 
bread is fresh," said Ventura, who owns 
the bakery with his mother Maria and 
sister, Joanne Gigliotti. 

“We finally got the bread the way we 
wanted it. What we do is bring in the

Futures sink the stock market 


The Federal Reserve Board 
seems to be developing a very cu- 
rious market strategy. Last 
week, the Fed did a “matched 
sale,” which drained liquidity 
from the market. The next day, 
the Fed did “market repo's,” 
which adds liquidity to the 
market. 

Confusing? You bet! This is 
like starting a bam on fire, then 
hoping for rain 

The market will find it difficult 
to understand this transaction, 
and it w ill send a chill through the 
market The market does not 
seem strong enough to withstand 
a significant negative reaction. 
This may be a turnaround week 
for investors. 

Any early sell-off could feed on 
itself. For this week, interest 
rates will be flat, and trade will be 
in narrow ranges. Gold and silver 
prices will decline on heavy 
selling. 

Short-term traders this week 
will be early session buyers, hop- 
ing to take advantage of what 
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appears to lx* bargains. Howev- 
er, any rally at this level may be 
short lived. 

Intermediate-term traders will 
start this session as eager buyers 
and will hold their positions. 
Long-term traders will continue 
to sit on the sidelines. 

For this week, I expect the 
market to open mixed with few 
signs of directions. Traders will 
be watching the early futures 
market. Futures premiums in 
the S&P 500 have dropped and 
may open at a discount , causing a 
rush for the exits, 

Any rally will be suspect, un- 
less the Dow' Jones averages ral- 
ly 50 or more points and futures 
move to a premium. 


However, the market will turn 
negative by the end of this ses- 
sion. 

SPECIAL: With the Federal 
Reserve hoping for a large drop 
in the Dow Jones averages - 
which would keep a lid on interest 
rates and slow the economy - 
with many well-known market 
watchers turning “bearish,” cou- 
pled with the S&P 500 futures 
trading at a discount . . , look out 
below ! 

NOTE: Major retailers posted 
lower sales for April. U.S. car 
sales fell 6,7 percent in late April. 
Alan Greenspan, chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board, said that 
continued improvement in the 
trade deficit this year could 
worsen inflation unless domestic 
spending is restrained. Factory 
orders climbed 1,6 percent in 
March, while construction out- 
lays rose 1.5 percent and leading 
indicators were up .8 percent.

The company has bought back only 


three cars in the Detroit area since the 
program began Oct. 16, according to 
Hemmert, 

“The cars we have bought back were 
all because the customer was not happy 
with the size,” said Hemmert, “And on 
all three occassions, they purchased 
another car from us,” 

The guarantee permits the customer 
to return a car within 30 days or 1,000 
miles after purchase and exchange it or 
sell it back, 

“We stand by our cars 100 percent,” 
said Hemmert, “We have no reserva- 
tions about offering this guarantee, be- 
cause National used these low-milage 
cars as rentals. We know they are in 
good condition,” 

Most people know what they want 
when they go looking for a car arid 
wouldn't buy a car unless they liked it, he 
continued. 

“We have very educated people doing 
business with us, and they know what 
they want when they buy the car,” he 
said, “But the guarantee is there for 
them if they don't,”

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State water plan to 
ensure preservation 


In 1985, the state lawmakers 
called for the creation of a com- 
prehensive plan for the man* 
agement of our valuable water 
resources. They recognized the 
need for coordinated and effec- 
tive action to restore and pre- 
serve our unmatched lakes, 
streams and groundwater, both 
for our immediate needs and for 
future generations of Michigan 
residents. 

Last fall, the special commis- 
sion charged with developing 
the comprehensive plan re- 
leased recommendations. 
Many aspects of the plan re- 
quire legislative action, which 
quickly followed the release. 
Several pieces of current and 
forthcoming legislation would 
implement important aspects 
of the water resources man- 
agement plan. 

One bill being considered by 
the state House would designate 
the Department of Natural Re- 
sources as the “lead” agency in 
the coordination of state water 
police and in updating the com- 
prehensive plan. Currently, 
Michigan has 40 water prog- 
rams administered by five state 
departments. Proponents of the 
legislation feel that the measure 
would streamline and improve 
current management policies. 

Other House bills relating to 
the water resources manage- 
ment plan would : 

• Effectively ban lead pipes 
and solders in drinking water 
systems; 

•Establish a cleanup incen- 
tives grant program to encour- 



age local efforts to care for the 
Great Lakes and major tribu- 
taries ; 

• Extend the state ban on di- 
version of Great Lakes water; 

• Require disclosure of high 
erosion risks for houses and 
other structures built along the 
Great Lakes; and 

• Protect groundwater from 
contamination by regulating 
underground storage tanks 

Further legislative action on 
the water resources plan would : 
reform the state Dam Safety 
Act; require state registration 
of rnrjor Great Lakes water 
users establish a revolving 
fund to help finance local water 
pollution control facilities; and 
revise “setback” standards for 
construction on the Great Lakes 
shorelines. 

The time has passed when we 
can allow our irreplaceable wa- 
ter resources to be exploited 
without a thought for present 
concerns and future shortages.

Puppy cage can make early weeks easier 


One of the best investments 
you can make for your new pup- 
py is a training cage. 

The training cage will save 
vou lots of money ordinarily 
spent replacing shoes, articles 
of clothing, carpeting and even 
furniture. Ask anyone who has 
survived the first year (particu- 
larly the last six months of the 
dog's first year), and they 
should admit the pup ate or 
chewed any number of things 
while left alone in the house. 

Another good reason for using 
a training cage early in the 
dog's life is to eliminate the 
majority of household “spills” 
or other potty mistakes. 



If you are going to consider 
the cage a cureall or punish- 
ment area in which to banish a 
naughty dog, then don't buy the 
cage. In fact, don't buy the dog! 
But, as is the case with any tool, 
it has a proper use. When used 
properly, it will work. Here's 
what do do: 

• Purchase a cage large 
enough and strong enough to 


comfortably house your dog at 
full growth. Your dog, after six 
months to a year, should be able 
to stand upright and turn with- 
out crouching, 

• Place large bath or beach 
towels or old throw rugs inside - 
enough to provide a warm, cozy 
place for the puppy to cuddle in. 
(The amount of padding can be 
eliminated later if your pup is 
one who prefers a hard surface 
over a soft one.) 

• Introduce the pup to the 
cage gently and with kindness. 
This is most important: the pup- 
py should never be tossed into 
the cage in anger or for any 
punishment. He is to consider 


the cage his private nook, 
where, along with leaving the 
family alone, he, too, is guaran- 
teed privacy, 

• The cage should always be 
near the family activity - not put 
in an isolated area. Carry it into 
your bedroom each night for all 
of you to get a good night’s 
sleep. The closer the puppy is to 
the family, the more secure he 
will feel and the less trouble he 
will cause.

John Pointer was thrown out 
on the streets at age 1L Aban- 
doned by lus family. 

Like many youngsters on the 
street, Pointer turned to drugs. 
He turned to crime. His fighi 
was one of staying alive, A day* 
to-day fight which resulted in 
confrontations with d r u g- 
dealers, criminals and the law. 
Today, Pointer preaches his 
experiences to youngsters who 
are going through the same' 
ordeal. The associate pastor of 
the Nehemiah Word of Faith, in 
Inkster, relives his struggles 
daily. 

He has been there. He has 
seen the dark side of every 
alley in Detroit. And he wants 
to show teenagers that there is 
another way, A different road 
lo take. A way to avoid the 
alleys. 

“The only way I can stay off 
drugs is the word of God/’ said 
Pointer, who has been with the 
church for three years. T get 
my strength through helping 
people with problems 1 have 
faced. Every time I see a 
drunk, I see me. Every time I 
see a drug addict, I see me. If I 
didn't help people, I would go 
back to drugs/* 

Pointer* 43* said he has re- 
frained from drug use for 10 
years. He has even written a 
book about his experiences cal- 
led Street Life . A major accom- 
plishment for someone who 
didn't learn to read or write un- 
til he was 33. 

Pointer learned at the Oak- 
land County Jail in 1978. It was 
just one of many prisons which 
Pointer called home during his 
20 years on the street, 

“The minister came to the 
prison, and we prayed 
together,” explained Pointer, 
“He gave me a copy of the New 
Testament. But I didn't know 
how to read. I learned how, and 
God was my teacher/ 1 
It is now' Pointer who does the 
teaching. He teaches the word 
of God. Something, he admits, 
isn’t always easy. 

“It can be very difficult/ 1 he 
said. “I have to gain their re- 
spect and show them that I care 


for them. It’s important to 
establish their respect. I want 
to show people that I love them 
and that there is hope for 
them.” 

And Pointer is proof of this 
hope. 

The Inkster resident moved 
to Detroit from Mississippi 
when he was 17, He has served 
time in both Jackson prison 
and the Wayne County Jail on 
drug possession charges. It 
was a life Pointer wishes upon 
no one, 

“I was in jail on and off for 
over 13 years/ 1 said Pointer, 
who married Joan Cannon, of 
Detroit, last year. “As soon as I 
would get out of one prison. I 
would be back in another one.” 

Pointer still spends a lot of 
time in prisons. Bui the reasons 
are much different. 

He has set up churches in 
both the Wayne County Jail and 
Jackson prison. He also spends 
time outside the prisons, trying 
to save people from ending up 
where he himself so often did. 

“I speak at churches and 
block clubs to try and show peo- 
ple how they can help them- 
selves or a loved one/ 1 said 
Pointer. “A lot of times* a rela- 
tive is the one who first calls 
about a person with a drug 
problem. I try and show people 
how they can spot if someone is 
hooked on drugs.” 

Pointer said God did not want 
him to be a drug addict or a 
criminal. He wanted him to be 
someone with an ability to help 
people. 

“This is a gift from God/ 1 he 
said, “For the first time in my 
life, I am at peace with myself. 
For the first time* I am truly 
happy.”
